C Greg Adams will send his final comments regarding the majority opinion on the landfill

gas/dioxin issue to EPA by COB Monday, December 12, 1997.
C Diane McConkey will check on whether data obtained during the gas turbine testing will be

automatically provided to states.  She will also check on the possibility of concealing facility
names and locations if copies of emission tests are requested.

C WG members will review the two page memo with guidance regarding minimum detection
limits drafted by the TMPWG and send comments to Sims Roy by January 9, 1998.
